Editor 
Of all our natural resources, the 
most valuable is water. 
Man must have an adequate supply 
of fresh water to survive and while we 
easily accept the idea that there is no 
substitute for it, mdst people do not 
appreciate how much of it is required. 
Over the years, the supply of water 
has remained constant but population has 
not and man has used his most valuable 
resource extravagantly. In this anxious 
age, it is hard not to wonder every time 
we turn on the water tap whether there 
will always be enough of that precious 
commodity. 
Santa Barbara County from the time 
of its early Spanish settlement has ex­ 
perienced a history fraught with water 
problems. From the standpoint of its 
water resources, this county is unique 
in that virtually all of its water de­ 
velopment for municipal, industrial and 
irrigation use first falls as rain wholly 
within the boundaries of the county. 
Santa Barbara County officials, along 
with consultants, 
water district direc­ 
tors and experts of all types have, for 
years, directed their attention to the 
unique aspects of developing water re­ 
sources to assure a proper supply for 
the future of the area they govern. 
In 1905, S. B. Leppencott, head of the 
hydrographies branch of the U.S. Geo- 
logical 
Survey, concluded that the only 
extensive addition that could be made 
to the water supply for the coastal plain 
would be the construction of a tunnel 
from the Santa Ynez River to the coast 
side of the mountains and the building 
of a reservoir, namely, Gibraltar. This 


project was completed in 1920. 
For the next 20 years, water prob­ 
lems continued. In 1940, the Countyboard 
of supervisors entered into a cost-shar­ 
ing contract with the Bureau of Recla­ 
mation for a comprehensive report on a 
plan to utilize the entire county’s water 
resources on the basis that all areas 
of the county needed water development 
that was feasible, non-biased and fair to 
every citizen of the county. 
From this report, the Cachuma proj­ 
ect was born. In addition, the report con­ 
templated the ultimate construction of a 
dam and reservoir a few miles east of 
Lompoc for the purpose of conserving a 
water supply for Lompoc Valley. This 
report was dated 1944. 
Also from this Bureau report came the 
endorsement of a county-wide water pro­ 
gram which was clearly and irrevocably 
endorsed March 29, 1946 by the newly- 
formed County Water Agency. 
T. A. Twitchell, a county supervisor 
of the fifth district and later the first 
chairman of the County Water Agency, 
made the following statement at that 
time: 
; 
“ We believe that if the people of the 
County as a whole work together as a unit 
in financing the first two dams there 
will be no difficulty in obtaining like 
cooperation in financing the balance of 
the projects within the County. We be­ 
lieve 
the water program will demon­ 
strate that the people of every area in 
the County have a sincere desire to be 
fair to every other part of the County 
and as long as this attitude persist* 
there will be no difficulty in financing 
the future projects.” 
The city of Lompoc expressed this 
sincere desire and supported the Ca- 
chuma-Gibralter and Twitchell projects 
because of the overall benefits to the 
county with the idea in mind that some 
day Lompoc would need the same sup­ 
port.

Directors of Santa Ynez River Water 
Conservation District are headed for a 
showdown vote tomorrow night on a 
controversial resolution related to the 
proposed Lompoc Narrows Dam. 
The meeting was timed to precede the 
County Water Agency's key meeting on 
Uie subject May 27; and also to tap, 
once and for all the attitude of the direct­ 
ors, individually and collectively toward 
the proposed Dam. 
On May 7, the water district directors 
declined to vote for or against the dam 
and instead turned around and voted 2-1 
to ask the water agency to push the 
state feather river project, and also to 
aid in a fullscale flood control study of 
the Santa Ynez River upstream from the 
Nor rows site. 
The directors will be asked to approve, 
reject of modify the resolution as framed 
verbally on May 7. 
The resolution carried at that time 
2-1, on a voice vote with Richard Henning 
director of Division 1, Lompoc, and Wii- 


Protesters quickly 


routed at Stanford 


STANFORD, Calif. (UPI) - Police 
quickly routed antiwar demonstrators 
trying to block traffic today on the 
approach roads to a branch of Stanford 
Research Institute. 


About 40 demonstrators, wearing hel- 
mets and gauze masks for tear gas, threw 
barricades across Page Mill Road and 
halted traffic momentarily. They retreat­ 
ed when 40 policemen arrived by bus. 


The protesters regrouped and again 
tried to block traffic. But police re- 
turned and chased them across an open 
field. 


Members of the Young Americans for 
Freedom (YAF) from Stanford University 
removed the barricades. 


The disruptions followed a half-hour 
meeting on campus by 200 protesters to 
decide tactics in their continuing cam­ 
paign against war-related research at 
SRI. The demonstrators moved off in 
small groups toward the SRI branch in 
nearby Stanford Industrial Park. 


At the morning rally, students and their 
off-campus allies were servedwith atem- 
porary restraining order issued by San­ 
ta Clara County Superior Court Judge 
Stanley R Evans. He enjoined 27 indi- 
viduals, 12 groups and 500 John Does 
from entering the grounds of any SRI 
facility, preventing SRI employes from 
going to work, or defacing any SRI 
property.

liam Laranjo, director of Division 4, 
Buellton, voting in favor. Virgil Phelps 
director of Division 2, Lompoc, cast the 
lone “ no” vote. Phelps had held out for 
a vote on the proposed dam itself, and 
while favoring the flood control study 
has opposed typing it in with the feas­ 
ibility report produced by the Bureau of 
Reclamation.

The Bureau of Reclamation proposes 
the construction of a 425,000 acre-foot 
dam and reservoir on the Santa Ynez 
River, southeast of Lompoc—<o solve 
a critical water shortage due to hit 
Lompoc Valley before the turn of the 
century. Bureau engineers and experts 
say the proposed dam is not only need­ 
ed in order to capture the waters that 
normally waste away to the ocean, but 
that it is also economically feasible. 
The Bureau has consistently testified 
that the Lompoc Project and state water 
are both needed to take care of future 
demands — neither project by itself 
would satisfy the needs. 


District directors will meet at 8 p.m. 
in the district office at 3622 Sagunto 
St., Santa Ynez. In addition to the vote 
on the controversial resolution, the board 
was expected to discuss the total affect 
on Lompoc Project of a key state de­ 
cision on three new water petitions 
made public shortly before the May 7 
meeting. 
Phil Macias, chief of the Bureau's 
Santa Barbara County field office, told 
the Record he thought the decision grant­ 
ing priority to three water users in the 
Buellton, Santa Ynez area would have no 
affect on the Lompoc Project. He re­ 
affirmed that estimation in public on 
May 7. 
On a couple of previous occasions 
the water district board has declined 
to vote directly for or against the dam, 
but instead had sent comments on the fea­ 
sibility study to the water agency. 
It has been Phelps, contention that 
the district board of which he is a 
member has raised frequent engineer­ 
ing questions and issues in order to 
delav a decision on the dam.

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Astronauts comfortably 
journey on moon mission

SPACE CENTER, Houston (UPI) - 
Apollo 10’s astronauts, blazing the trail 
for America’s manned landing on the 
moon, awoke to breakfast on fruit cock­ 
tail and cornflakes today 106,000 miles 
in space. 
They said they had a good night’s sleep 
despite some noisy thumps and “dull 
thuds” caused by a thruster rocket. 
It was irritating but, like the home­ 
owner bothered by a leaking faucet, 
they managed to ignore it and sleep. 


“ We had a real great night’s sleep,” 
commander Thomas P. Stafford report­ 
ed. “All three of us feel tremendous 
this morning.” 
Stafford, John W. Young and Eugene 
A. Cernan were “ coasting” along to­ 
ward the moon in their “ Charlie Brown1 
spacecraft, with the lunar lander they 
nicknamed 
“Snoopy” 
hooked nose-to- 
nose on the tront. 
The astronauts planned to transmit 
more of the spectacular color television 
late today. Sunday’s transmissions were 
seen by more than 100 million persons 
around the world. 


Stafford, Cernan and Young were giv­ 
ing the final test to the equipment and 
techniques which will be used in the 
first U.S. manned lunar landing slated 
for July. They will go through every 
phase of the lunar landing mission ex­ 
cept the actual touchdown. 
Ab the spacecraft pushed on toward 
the moon against the pull of earth grav­ 
ity, 
its speed steadily fell from the 
peak of more than 24,000 miles per 
hour it attained Sunday wnen it blasted 
out of earth orbit. 
The velocity dropped below 4,000 mph 
as the spacecraft passed over the 100,- 
000-mile mark. The veteran spacemen 
will reach the halfway mark on their 
237,000-mile trip to the moon at about 
7 p.m. edt tonight. 
During their sleep period early today, 
the astronauts were bothered by a thrus­ 
ter rocket firing to keep the spacecraft 
in the proper position in space. Each 
time it caused a dull thud and the space­ 
craft shook slightly.

Rogers claims no shift 
in U.S. Asian policy

Rogers’ remarks to the embassy staff 
were in the same veign as his arrival 
Congress debate underway 
on six-month tax surcharge

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Congress this 
week starts considering whether the in­ 
come tax increase that took an extra 
bite out of paychecks last year should 
continue nibbling at earnings for the last 
six months of this year. 
Extension of the anti-inflation 10 per 
cent income tax surcharge comes up be­ 
fore the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee Tuesday. Its eventual approval by 
the house seemed likely, but there were 
continuing demands such approval be 
accompanied 
by 
a 
reduction 
of 
government spending or a tax break for 
the poor. 
The surcharge - the extra 10 percent 
tax individuals and corporations had to 
pay on their regular tax when they fil­ 
ed their returns earlier this year — 
expires July 1. President Nixon wants it 
to remain in effect until Dec. 31 so 
that it will cover all income earned 
during the calender year 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Committee, 
warned however the surtax extension is 
in difficulty in the House unless there 
is a provision attached to it for tax 
relief for the poor. Mills mad* the com­ 
ment in a copyrighted interview in the 
current issue of U.S. News and World 
Report. 
In the senate, Democratic 
leader 
Mike Mansfield said the surtax extension 


should be tied to a spending limit tigh­ 
ter than the one Nixon has already op­ 
posed as too severe. In an interview 
bunday Mansfield said the budget should 
be trimmed at least $10 billion below 
the administration’s revised request of 
$192 9 billion. 
Budget director Robert P. Mayo told 
Congress last week the administration 
has already put the budget “through the 
wringer” and there is little room left 
for more cuts. He hinted any reduc­ 
tions demanded by Congress might come 
in programs such as construction pro­ 
jects popular with the lawmakers. 


Mansfield, reacting to Mayo’s state­ 
ments, said “ President Johnson didn't 
like the spending limit either. We will 
just have to face up to our responsi­ 
bility in this regard." 
On the same day the Ways and Means 
Committee takes up the surcharge, it 
will also look at a $3.8 billion money 
bill to which has been attached a new- 
style spending limit to make the Presi­ 
dent stick to bis promised hold on spend­ 
ing. The spending limit, in effect, un­ 
less Congress raised it later and re- 
gardless of what cuts might be made. 


The money measure coming up this 
week also carries a rider which pro­ 
vides for $1.9 million to cover the 41 
per cent pay raises the lawmakers vot­ 
ed themselves, effective March 1. 


speech, in which he called the Southeast 
Asia Treaty Organization SEATO, “ an 
essential element in the peace of South­ 
east Asia," and said this area of the world 
is second to none in importance to the 
U.S. government. 
Rogers told the diplomats “ there has 
been some talk about a possible shift 
of policy.

Such a visual diary can prove 
invaluable to experts in the field

The Staff Photo Office is re­ 
sponsible for interpreting and 
implementing the photographic 
needs of the various agencies 
bringing their m issiles onto the 
W estern Test Range for launch­ 
ing.

It is Midge Burnett’s contention that 
“a garden should first have a design— 
it should be beautiful even without flow­ 
er s.” 
Bob and.Midge Burnett live at 360 St. 
Andrews Way on a near - acre of land 
copiously landscaped with hundreds of 
varieties of plants, trees and flowers. 
Living in Garden-of-Eden splendor is a 
way of life for Midge. 
Years before, 
her green thumb turned a private proj­ 
ect Into greenbacks. Starting with her 
own lot in Dallas, Texas, she began 
buying and landscaping unimproved home 
sites on a minimum of three acres. 
Flowers, vegetable gardens and orchards 
would be planted after a topographer 
located the site of the future home. 
After an incubation period of about a 
year, the landscaping began to take prop­ 
er shape. The home site was then ready 
for prospective buyers. 
At “ Le Grand Chene,” Midge design­ 
ed and supervised the landscaping. Foc­ 
al point is the great oak tree in the 
garden, for which their home is named. 
It is possible to walk the entire cir­ 
cumference of the home on walkways of 
old tile brick and railroad - tie lard­ 
ers. From the den door stepping out into 
the garden, the tile walkway l)egins with 
a 
bleached cross - section of redwood 
trunk for the “root system” and stretch­ 
es upward and outward into the main 
“trunk” and “limbs” for auxiliary paths. 
Spearing the “body” of the tree at the 
other end is a tree pole racked with 
deer horns. Arranged about the bottom 
of the pole are a whale vertebrae and 
animal skulls. 
Originating near the tree design is a 
flower “stem” walkway, culminating in 
an oval tile “flower” centered by a 
sun dial, potted pansies and California 
poppies. 
Bird baths dot the landscape. Head­ 
quarters is a bird house, hand-made 
from an oak sapling with a lithe drift­

From 
the patio graduating to the lower gar­ 
den level are tiers of forest-thick flora, 
and brilliant iris, roses and rust red 
succulents. Flowers, such as satellite 
and blue lace petunias, make exquisite 
bouquets from hanging baskets. Topiary 
crops up in potted shrubs to the shapes 
of poodles or apple trees. 
There are sweet peas, fuchsias, John- 
ny-jump-ups. daisies, pyracantha, olean- 
der, geraniums, gladiolas, camellias, 
rhododendron, ginger trees, agapantha 
lilies, cymbidium orchids, to name a few. 
A kitchen garden yields a tossed salad 
of tomatoes, onions, green peppers, and 
Kentucky wonder beans. 
A menagerie of fowl and wildlife are 
frequent visitors — fox, deer, 
skunk, 
quail and rabbit. “ We don’t have any 
fruit trees. We don’t have enough room 
and the deer would demolish them.” 
Midge explained that they also “ love 
rosebuds” and for that reason, mari­ 
golds are sometimes planted around 
their rosebushes as a deterrent.

Skunks can be cute 


Wild baby skunks are cute 
but they can be deadly, accord­ 
ing to Joseph T. Nardo, M D., 
County Health Office. 
According 
to 
Dr. 
Nardo, 
“young skunks infected with 
rabies may not come down with 
this fatal disease for several 
months after they have been 
captured and taken home as 
pets.” 
State law prohibits trapping 
or capturing skunks for pets. 
People who disregard the law 
run the risk of exposing them­ 
selves to rabies — a deadly vi­ 
rus widespread among wild ani­ 
mals in California — and of 
taking prolonged and painful 
anti-rabies treatment. 


The rabies incubation per­ 
iod in young skunks exposed to 
the disease in their natural 
surroundings can extend for at 
least 177 days. Dr. Nardo con­ 
tinued that during 1968, a total 
of 291 skunks from 27 counties 
were reported rabid, the larg­ 
est number ever reported in 
California in a single year. 
Dr. Nardo stated that the state-, 
wide quarantine that has been 
established for skunks prohib­ 
its: (1) the trapping or capture 
of skunks for pets, (2) the trap­ 
ping, 
capture 
or holding of 
skunks in captivity for sale, bar­ 
ter, exchange or gift, (3) the 
transportation 
of 
all skunks 
from or into said quarantine 
area.

World's fastest car not turbo 
but simply rocket on wheels

LOS ANGELES - (NEA) - 
Now that the shock of Andy 
Granatelli’s turbine engine has 
worn off the racing world, it is 
only appropriate that something 
equally revolutionary takes its 
places. 
So, in a scene befitting the 
unveiling of a Picasso origi­ 
nal, a model of what is sup­ 
posed to be the world’s fast­ 
est car was put on public dis­ 
play here at the Ambassador 
Hotel and, while the chandeliers 
in the Colonial Room failed to 
react with so much as an ex­ 
tra flutter, there was a spon­ 
taneous uproar in the back of 
the room which equalled, at 
least, the murmur of a noisy 
muffler. 
The world’s fastest car, it 
seems, is not really a car 
after all. It is, the builders 
say, a rocket on wheels. 
It is called the Blue Flame 
and resembles a ball-point pen, 
writing tip extended. InSeptem- 
ber, The Blue Flame will try' 
to establish a new world land- 
speed record on the salt beds 
of Bonneville, Utah, and once 
that little mission is accomp­ 
lished, it will go on to big­ 
ger and better things — like 
breaking the sound barrier. 
“ This car,” says R o y Daus- 
man, the research technician 
who conceived the idea of rock­ 
et-propelled cars, “ is capable 
of traveling at speeds of up to 
900 miles per hour. But we will 
settle for 606 miles per hour 
in September, just enough to 
break Craig Breedlove’s rec­ 
ord. Once that is accomplished 
we will set our sights on break­ 
ing the sound barrier and, alt­ 
er that, we’ll shoot for the 1,- 
000-mile-an-hour mark.”

Dausman first conceived the 
idea of a rocket-propelled car 
five years ago while watching 
the National Hot Rod Associa­ 
tion’s drag racing champion­ 
ships. He says he was not im­ 
pressed with the winning speed 
of 205 miles per hour, and that 
he left the place convinced that 
a rocket - propelled car could 
leave the rest of the so-called 
speedsters in a cloud of carbon 
monoxide. 
“ I talked it over with Rick 
Keller, an aerodynamics ex­ 
pert in Chicago and a former 
drag 
racer himself,” 
says 
Dausman, “ and we built a small 
rocket 
engine, 
splitting the 
costs down the middle. That was 
in the fall of 1964 and we re­ 
corded the engine’s perform­ 
ance on film with my home mov­ 
ie camera. 
“ We showed the films to Pete 
Fransworth of 
Milwaukee, a 
professional car builder and 
driver, and he liked what he 
saw. He came into partnership 
with us and we went right to 
work on a rocket - propelled 
dragster. In the spring of 1966 
the dragster was completed and 
Rick test-drove it. With only 
two seconds of rocket power, he 
covered the entire legnth of the 
test track, and that was all the 
encouragement we needed.” 
Convinced they had a revo­ 
lutionary idea, the threesome 
formed a company of their own, 
called Reaction Dynamics, Inc., 
and set out in search of some 
sponsors to underwrite their 
bid for the landspeed record. 
The American Gas Association 
liked the idea, especially since 
the car is being fueled by liqui­ 
fied natural gas, and is sponsor­ 
ing the attempt in the name of 
the natural gas industry. 
“ Right now,” 
says Farns­ 


worth, “ the car Itself is only 
25 per cent completed. Thelxxiy 
and chassis are tieing built in 
Milwaukee, the engine in Buf­ 
falo and the tires in Akron. But 
we’ll be ready by September. 
If for some reason we aren’t, 
it will throw us back a full year. 
The only time to try for a 
landspeed record is Septem­ 
ber because that's the only time 
the salt beds aren’t covered 
with water. 
The only remaining uncer­ 
tainty, the builders say, is se­ 
lecting a driver for the land­ 
speed bid. 
“ Over a dozen drivers have 
submitted applications to us,” 
savs Farnsworth, 
-asking to 
drive The Blue Flame. It is a 
very impressive list and we are 
in the process of studying each 
driver’s credentials. The driv­ 
er we select, of course, will 
have to undergo an extensive 
program designed to teach him 
how to handle the car. 
“ The biggest problem the 
driver will face is not the high 
speeds, or even the risk of in­ 
jury. His biggest problem, be­ 
lieve it or not, will be keeping 
the car going on a straight line.”

The authenticity of these mas- 
terworks probably can be best 
illustrated by a bit of history.

A lot of 
ballplayers are afraid of being 
misquoted. I always confirm 
what I ’m

them.” 


Being an All-Star player as 
well as a writer, Helms is aware 
of the pressures an athlete fac­ 
es when he talks to the press. 
“ Part of being a big leaguer is 
talking to the newspapers,” he 
says. 
‘They 
promote 
your 
game. I don’t believe in saying a 
name in print, though. Just say 
what you have to say.” 


Someday when Helms —now 
27 —retires, he says he wouldn’t 
mind being a sportswriter. “ I ’d 
never write a bad story about an 
athlete, though,” he says. “ I 
don’t think they deserve it. 
They have their ups and downs 
just like everyone else. You 
can’t crucify a guy just be­ 
cause he’s human. 
Helms, who spent seven years 
in the minors before he be­ 
came Rookie of the Year in 
1966 for the Reds, says there 
were three or four times when 
he considered quitting baseball. 


“ I was having good years, but 
I wasn’t making any money,” 
he said. “ I was in the minors 
so 
long 
they 
called 
me, 
‘Judge.’ ” 
Today, many consider Helms 
the best second baseman in the 
National League. Asked how 
he would begin the story of his 
baseball 
career, 
Helms re­ 
sponded:

'Home boys' Hank Aaron, 
Jones rootforeach other

Aaron doesn’t ordinarily have 
much to do with the opposition. 
He’s not snobbish, puffed up 
or anything like that but he 
prefers to play his own game, 
mind his own business and go 
his own way.

exception, though. 
“ You’re doing okay, ‘home 
boy’. Nice Hittin, ’ ” the Atlanta 
outfielder greeted one of the 
New 
York 
Mets 
near 
the 
batting cage before Thursday’s 
game at Shea Stadium. 
“ Thanks,” answered Cleon 
Jones, the player Aaron had 
addressed. “ You’re not doing so 
bad yourself, ‘Home Boy.” ' 
That “ home boy” business is 
a little thing between Aaron 
and Jones, both of whom come 
from Mobile, Ala., and were 
raised about two miles apart. 
At the time of their brief 
exchange around home plate 
Jones was slumping along at a 
pitful .392 clip and Aaron was 
having the same kind of trouble 
with his anemic .380. 
There are some people in 
baseball who are in a bit of a 
hurry. They’d like to see things 
happen 
overnight. 
Some of 
these people are saying not only 
can Cleon Jones be the next 
man to hit .400 but he can also 
be another Hank Aaron, the 
National League’s next super- 
star. 
These people, 
albiet 
well 
intentioned, could be somewhat 
premature. Cleon Jone-ъ thinks 
they are. 
“ I think it’s impossible to hit 
.400,” 
he says, “ too many 
tilings against you.” 


Jones 
also 
has 
a 
few 
reservations 
about his ever 
becoming a superstar, although 
he 
doesn’t 
shut 
the 
door 
completely on the possibility. 


“ I haven’t done anything that 
outstanding yet,” he says. “ I 
think it takes time. Certainly 
I’d like to be classed as another 
Mickey Mantle, Hank Aaron or 
Ted Williams. I don’t want to 
be 
known 
as 
just 
another 
ballplayer. 
When 
I’m 
all 
finished playing ball I don’t 
want people to say, ‘Oh yeah, I 
remember him, didn’t he play 
for the Mets?” ’ 


Jones knows his own limita­ 
tions. He knows Aaron has 517 
lifetime homers and lie has 
only 34. That’s a big spread 
even 
though 
Hank has nine 
years on Cleon. 
“ I don’t consider myself a 
home run hitter ” Jones says, 
“ so I don’t think I’ll ever get 
500 
homers. 
I 
hope I can 
approach some of Hank’s other 
accomplishments 
though, 
I 
know I can hit and I think I’m 
gonna get my base hits, but 
how can I say I’m gonna get as 
many as he has?" 


The 20-year-old Met outfielder 
is a contemporary of Aaron’s 
and yet in another way, he 
isn’t. 
“ We 
never 
played 
ball 
together back home,” Jones 
says. “ He was much older than 
me. I had friends who did play 
with 
him 
though 
and 
I 
remember how some of them 
tried to tell me they thought I 
was as good as him or better 
when

age.

future will necessarily extend 
all the way to another city. 
Even 
now, 
I'll

someone at the Federal Avia­ 
tion Agency is at work on plans 
for the Washington-Baltimore- 
Philadelphia-New York Airport 
It will have a 210-mile runway. 
Planes carrying 5,280 passen­ 
gers and 112 crew members 
will 
take 
off 
from 
the 
Washington - Baltimore - Phila­ 
delphia-New York Airport 
at 
9:30 a.m. and reach the Los 
Angeles-San Francisco Airport 
at 9:45 a.m. 
Bear in mind, however, that 
this 10-minute interval is only 
the flying time. It will take the 
planes one hour and 32 minutes 
to get up enough speed to take 
off and 48 minutes to come to a 
stop after they land. 
And if there happens to be a 
stackup at the Los /ingeles-San 
Francisco Airport, they will 
have to circle the earth three 
times before getting clearance 
to land. 
The main problem associated

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One man, one bond ? 


Nothing political 
seems ultimately immune to the U.S. 
Supreme Court’s historic one man, one vote concept. Now it is 
bond issues. 
An Idaho court has ruled that the state constitution’s provi­ 
sion requiring a two-thirds vote for approval of bonds is 
unconstitutional under the high court’s findings. The case un­ 
der scrutiny involved two local issues, one of which drew a 
58.83 per cent favorable vote, the other a 64.7 “ yes” vote. 
Obviously, the repercussions of this ruling will be wide­ 
spread, since it almost automatically will be carried to the 
Supreme Court. California would be one state to feel the ef­ 
fects 
if it is upheld. As the California Taxpayers’ Associa-

tion points out, in 1966-67 this sta te ’s voters rejected 96 
bond issues for school distrcts by failing to reach the two- 
thirds requirement. Of that 96, only 14 missed getting a 
simple majority. 


Since the Idaho court’s decision, if eventually upheld nation­ 
ally, would apply to all bond issues, whether state or local, 
th e re ’d be a bit of revolution underway. Happy would be those 
who long have advocated some reduction, at least, in the re ­ 
quired majority for bond issues. Sad would be those who have 
welcomed the two-thirds limitation as a means of exercising 
some control over fiscal affairs, or as an outlet for protestation. 


A second look 


The city presently is awaiting deliv­ 
ery on a $1,577 three-wheeled buggy to 
be used by a recently hired young woman 
whose job it will be to control and regu­ 
late parking in the downtown area. The 
addition of the covered scooter and the 
female were innovations 
designed to 
free male manpower for the more diffi­ 
cult police assignments and also to re­ 
duce expenses. 
The city’s efforts to increase efficien­ 
cy and reduce costs 
are to be commend­ 
ed, 
but a longer look 
and a more thorough 
study may have saved 
even

money. 
There 
is much evi­ 
dence to support the 
contention 
that 
the 
parking 
problem 
in 
ttie downtown portion 
>f the city has evolv­ 
ed 
to the point that 
a problem no longer 
exists. If this is the caso, the city could 
abolish the parking monitoring position 
at a savings of more than $5,00(1 annual­ 
ly — an amount which would retire more 
than 10 iw»r cent of the annual payment 
on the fire improvement bond 
Parking in the downtown section of the 
city has a colorful and controversial 
history linked to the red-eyed 
inetal 
soldiers who stood guard over each 
parking place and then signaled a pass- 
ing policeman 
when a car had over­ 
stayed its welcome. After business­ 
men complained that the m eters drove 
away business, out they came and later 
the guards were sold into the services 
of another community. 
Along with the meter controversy 
came the huge shopping centers with 
their acres of private parking. 
As the 
shoppers dispersed 
the requirements 
for downtown parking eased according, 
ly until today most people who shop the 
downtown seldom have any difficulty 
in locating a parking place. Evidence of 
this is to be found in the fact that dur­ 
ing April and May the parking monitor 


has not been making his rounds and 
people still are having no trouble find­ 
ing parking spaces and todate not a sin­ 
gle merchant has complained to the po- 
Jice department about the absence of the 
control officer. 


The ordinance making it unlawful to 
park longer than one or two hours in 
given locations downtown was obvious­ 


ly drafted with the intent to regulate 
the flow of traffic in and out of the small 
number of street spaces available. Ob­ 
viously income from the $2 violation 
tickets was secondary to the city, be­ 
cause from July 1, 1967 — June 30, 1968 
the city received only $1,226 from fines. 
This calendar year todate parking fines 
have brought in $266 with only $8 <>f that 
total taken in during April and May.

W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Lines drawn 


WASHINGTON — The big guns of the 
military - industrial - political com­ 
plex are being leveled at opponents of 
the Nixon administration’s 
Safeguard 
antiballistic 
missile program. The lat­ 
est 
blast comes from the National 
Strategy Committee of the American 
Security Council, a conservative organ­ 
ization heavily weighted with those who 
over the years have been professional 
cold war w arriors. 
Of the 30 members of a special sub­ 
committee 
signing a report entitled, 
“ The ABM and the Changed Strategic 
Military 
Balance,” 
13 
are 
retired 
adm irals or generals. Of the generals 
and adm irals several have had connec­ 
tions with defense industry. 
Stressing 
not 
only Soviet capabili- 
ties but Soviet inten­ 
tions, 
as interpreted 
by 
the 
committee, 
the 
report 
makes 
s o m e 
astonishing 
stat* ments. 
The Sov- 
~ 
lets 
are “ outpacing 
the United States” in 
* 


strategic 
weaponry, 
according to the re­ 
port, 
“ because they 
exercise over-all control over the econ­ 
omy and can suppress public opposition 
that might arise. Such is the nature of 
the Communist system of control.” Then 
the report adds: “ In the United States, 
on the other hand, the needs of national 
defense can be obscured or delayed by 
emphasis on domestic needs or wants.” 
This seems to carry the implication 
that 
if this country could only sup­ 
pre ss opposition the nation’s domestic 
needs would not get in the way of spend­ 
ing for weapons. The report also notes 
that of the 360 members of the central 
committee of the Communist party in the 
Soviet Union 36 are active-duty, 
flag- 
rank officers, most of them four or 
fivH-star admirals, generals or m ar­ 
shals. Active - duty officers in the Unit­ 
ed States cannot serve in appointive 
political 
office so, the report implies, 
the Soviet Union has the true military- 
industrial complex. 
The 
report states that the United 
States has carefully tailored its nuclear 
arsenal to exclude all weapons design­ 
ed to initiate an attack or with which 
such an attack could even be credibly 
threatened. 
Analysts 
familiar with the complex­ 
ities of the weapons debate say this is 
not correct. Dr. John S. Foster Jr., di­ 
rector of defense research and engi­ 
neering and <»ne of the principal bat­ 
tlers for Safeguard, testified last \e a r 
that ways had been found to improve 
the accuracy of the Minuteman and Bo- 
seidon missiles "so as to be able to get 
much 
greater 
kill capabilities 
even 
though the warhead yields were reduced 
and so, in fact, we are beginning to get 
a rather deffective damage - limiting 
capability.” In the esoteric language of 
the weapons, limiting "dam age-lim iting 
capability” can include 
counter-force 
attack against adversary forces; inshoit 
first-strike capability. 
As the ABM dispute gathers momen­ 
tum, with a vote in the Senate likely in 
mid-June, it is bound to become more 
divisive and envenomed. One of the con- 
spicous targets 
cif the forces pushing 
for the missile system is Sen. Stuart 
Symington D., Mo.). The reason is not 
hard to find, since Symington has been 
for 1C years a member of the Affned 
Services Committee. He was the first 
secretary of the Air Force. 
Bis wide knowledge of modern wea­ 
ponry has been augmented by his trav- 
els to Vietnam and military bases 
around the world. This is the first time 
he has opposed a weapons system put 
forward by the Pentagon. A recent at­ 
tack on him by Philip Hoffman, presi­ 
dent of the American Machine Tools Dis- 
tributors Association, charged that his 
Democratic allegiance was stronger than 
his concern for the future of the country. 
One of his close friends in the Senate 
and a Yale classm ate is Sen. John Sher­ 
man Cooper (R„ Ky,), a leader of the 
ABM opposition. 
The power of the American Security 
Council in the struggle over the ADM 
cannot be discounted. Started by two ex- 
FBI men, it c arries on a variety of ac­ 
tivities. (Jut of huge files in Chicago the 
council provides security clearance for 
the employees of corporations that are 
council contributors. 
At a comfortable estate in nearby Vir­ 
ginia the council operates the Institute 


for American Strategy. 
Phis is a super­ 
board of directors for the military-in­ 
dustrial complex. 
The participants in­ 
clude the top military and the top de­ 
fense 
contractors. On one occasion 
the 
entire 
joint 
chiefs of staff was 
brought dow n by helicopter. A speaker at 
a recent session was the chief of staff 
of the army, Gen. William C. West­ 
moreland. 
l he council puts on a radio program 
with a thousand stations using the tapes 
and which is said to have the widest 
coverage of jny single program. The 
usual speaker is form er Rep. Walter 
Judd. The principal angel is PSktrick J. 
Frawlev, 
the California 
industrialist, 
one of whose employees was discovered 


to have been part of a plot to sm* ar 
former Sen. Thomas Kuchel, a Republi­ 
can whose moderate views offended the 
far right. Frawley puts up $100,0W a 
vear to present the program as a public 
service for one of his companies, Sclik k 
Razor.

may find appropriate and necessary for carrying out the purposes of 
this project; PROVIDED that no construction be undertaken unless and 
until (1) water rights for project development satisfactory to the Sec­ 
retary of Interior have been assured, and (2) satisfactory assurances 
of payment have been received. 


B. That in view of the URGENT NEED for additional water sup­ 
plies the EARLIEST PRACTICABLE AUTHORIZATIONS AND APPROPRIA­ 
TION for initiation of project construction BE SOUGHT.”
